“They hardly needed to fly to Washington 
to promise the tallc more diligently for 40 
days (and nights?),” the Tones said in an 
editoriaL “But they had to agree on how to 
handle an important failure. 

“The failure is their inability to produce a 
significant ‘full autonomy' for the Palesti- 
nians of the West Bank and Gaza by the end 
of May, as promised in the Camp David 
accords.” 

Some of the failure is Israel's, with its pro- 
vocative campaign of building new settle- 
ments in the West Bank. Some of it belongs to 
the Arab world, most of which had rejected . 
the Camp David approach, the newspaper 
said. ■ 

“In these circumstances, Israels vision of 
autonomy in no way fit the expectations of 
Egypt and the United States,” it said. 

Israel wanted to withhold autonomy over 
land and even water, hedge when its own 
security seemed threatened and go so far as 
veto textbooks arid curricula seen as 
inflamatory, the Tunes said. 

The most that seemed possible, it said, is to 
segregate the security questions and create a 
new forum for the debate of the many issues 
that would re main unsettled by the original 
May 26 deadline. 

“In effect, the Camp David three decided 
that they cannot risk the main house — peace 
between Egypt and Israel — for the Palesti- 
nian annex.” 

In confessing failure, Egypt would have 
confirmed Arab charges of a seD-out The 
United States would have lost its daim to 
hold the key to. a solution of the Palestinian 
problem. 

Israel would have pushed Egypt back 
towards a militarily daxigerous enmity.” 

But Begin said he had rejected firmly 
proposals that would lead to any redivision of 
Jerusalem or allow Jerusalem Arabs to vote 
for the autonomy council. He said Israel 
would remain responsible for security in the 
occupied territories and that powers of an

Zimbabwe 
begins anew 
as Mugabe 
sworn in 

SALISBURY, April 18 (Agencies) * 
Nine decades of white domination came to an 
end with the swearing-in -of Robert 
Mugabe, a guerrilla leader in Rhodesia's 
seven-year bush war, as Zimbabwe’s first 
prime minister. 

In addition. West Germany and the 
Republic of Zimbabwe established diploma- 
tic relations on an ambassadorial level, and 
Japan extended a grant of five million yen in 
aid to the newly-established country. A spe- 
cial Japanese envoy conveyed the message to 
Mugabe during independence ceremonies. 

During the ceremonies, the 56-year-old 
Mugabe told whites in a nationwide radio and 
television address." If yesterday I fought you 
as an enemy, today you have become a friend 
and ally with the same national interest, loy- 
alty, rights and duties as myself. 

“ If yesterday you hated me, today you 
cannot avoid the love that binds me to you, ” 
he declared. 

The war. which began after then r uling 
white minority rebelled against Impending 
black rule in 1965 and broke away from Bri- 
tain, reaped a rich harvest of bitterness 
among both whites and blacks. 

But since his sweeping victory in February 
in British-supervised independence elec- 
tions, Mugabe has preached reconciliation, 
downplayed his Marxist politics and urged his 
followers not ro replace white oppression with 
blade oppression. 

Conspicuous by their absence from the 
independence festivities were Ian Smith, the 
former white prime minister who sparked the 
1 965 rebellion, and Bishop Abel Muza re wa. 
the black who became prime minister in April 
1979 after locally organized elections to 
bring black- majority rule. That election's 
results were not recognized by the outside 
world because the guerrillas did not take part. 

Smith was on a speaking tour in neighbor- 
ing South Africa. Muzorewa watched the 
ceremonies on television at home. 

Except for those who were invited to the 
stadium, most other whites seemed to be at 
home Thursday night. White suburbs were 
quiet and there was little traffic.

Gandhi-Zia summit inconclusive 


SALISBURY, April 38 (R) — Indian 
Premier Indira Gandhi and Pakistan Pres- 
ident Zia ul-Haq held their first summit 
meeting here Friday but their talks on the 
Soviet intervention in Afgha n istan 
appeared to have been inconclusive. 

“There is nothing more to be said 
(about Afghanistan), Mrs. Gandhi told 
reporters after the 55- minute meeting in a 
hotel where the two leaders are staying for 


Zimbabwe independence celebrations. 

“The common factor is that we want it 
solved,” she added President Zia indi- 
cated Thursday that he would ask Mis. 
Gandhi to use her offices with the Kremlin 
to persuade the Russians to withdraw 
from Afghanistan. 

But niether of the two leaders alluded to 
this initiative Friday in their brief conver- 
sation with repeaters. 


Arab envoys , PLO to re-evaluate 
efforts for Security Council vote

WASHINGTON, April 18 — United 
Nations ambassadors of the Arab states, 
along with the PL(7s U.N. representative, 
will meet in New York next week to “re- 
evaluate” their efforts to gain a Security 
Councfl vote on a draft resolution supporting 
Palestinian rights, diplomatic sources said. 

The Arab envoys are expected to agree to 
withdraw die resolution temporarily from 
consideration by the Security Council, 
because of a lack of a Western European 
consensus in support of the resolution, the 
sources said. 

The U.N. council has. -been discussing the 
draft, which recognizes the Palestinians’ right 
to an independent state, since it was 
approved several weeks ago by the ILN.’s 
committee on Palestinian rights. 

The Arab ambassadors had hoped to rally 
Western European support behind rbe resol- 
ution, but the key European stales on the 
Security Council have derided to withhold 
their support pending developments in the 


U.S .-sponsored Palestinian autonomy talks, 

sources said. ...... • . 

Even France, which initially favored sup- 
porting the draft, has now derided that the 
ri ming of the resolution is not right, according 
to the sources. 

Britain has been lobbying fora delay on the 
resolution, saying that the Carter administra- 
tion deserves a chance to continue its Palesti- 
nian autonomy efforts until the May 26 dead- 
line set forth in the Camp David accords. 

The United States has announced its' 
intention to veto the proposed resolution, but 
the Arab states were determined to press for 
a vote if the Western European countries 
would back the draft, sources said. 

Now that European support is lacking, the 
Arab envoys at the U.N. plan to meet early 
next week to re-assess their initiative and 
study die options open to them at this point, 
the sources stud. 

The lack of a European consensus means 
that tile envoys win. “most likely” deride to 
withdraw the resolution until a propitious 
time, one diplomat: said.

Iraq, Iran feud heightens 


BEIRUT, April 18 (R) — Unidentified 
gunmen in a speeding car shot dead a youth 
and wounded another in predominantly Mus- 
lim West Beirut Friday, apparently the latest 
incident between Lebanese supporters of 
Iraq and Iran. 

Beirut radio, which reported the shooting, 
said the youths were selling a newspaper but 
did not identify the publication. Right-wing 
Falangist radio said the paper was published 
by the Shiite Muslim Amal Movement, which 
s u pp o rts Iran. 

Earlier Thursday heavy fighting with mor- 
tars, rockets and machine guns broke out in 
Beirut, carrying savage daShes between rival 
Lebanese supporters of Iraq and Iran. 

Police said a total of 20 persons were killed 
and more than 40 wounded in the bitter fight- 
ing. 

A police spokesman said many dead bodies 
were recovered from embattled areas in 
southern Beirut. 

No quick casualty figure was available for 
the new hostilities in Bourj El Barajneh and 
the mid-city Barbir district, the spokesman 

8,000 casualties 
in Soviet ranks, 
U.S. estimates 

WASHINGTON, April 18 (Agencies) An 
estimated 8,000 Soviet troops have been kil- 
led or wounded in Afghanistan' during the 
past four months, the UJS. State Department 
said. 

State Department spokesman Hodding 
Carter also told reporters Thursday that the 
Soviet-led Afghan army units are becoming 
increasingly rebellious toward Kremlin con- 
trol. 

According to U-S. officials, the 8,000 
reported casualties represent slightly less 
than 10 per cent of the total 85,000 Soviet 
troops in Afghanistan. 

Garter did not say how many of the casual- 
ties are deaths. But Defense Secretary 
Harold Brown recently estimated at 1,400 
the number of Sovier soldiers killed in clashes 
with Afghan freedom fighters. 

The Soviet Union has not issued any casu- 
alty reports. 

Spokesman Carter told reporters that 
Afghan troops have continued to desert their 
Soviet-led units and cited unconfirmed 
reports of what he called an apparent mutiny 
by Afghan soldiers atBagram Air Forte Base 
north of Kabul. 

Soviet forces have been in charge of sec- 
urity operations at the base since their inter- 
vention in Afghanistan last December. 

In London, a spokesman for the freedom 
fighters said more than 300,000 Afghans 
have been killed since the fighting began. 

Professor Burnhanuddin Rabani of the 
Islamic Alliance for the Liberation of 
A fgh anistan, increased the American esti- 
mate to 10.000 Soviet troops dead. 

In fighting Thursday, Soviet troops using 
artillery and helicopter gunships have 
launched a large assault against the fighters in 
eastern Afghanistan, according to a resident 
who reached Pakistan. 

The Afghan, who declined to be identified, 
said women and children, civilians were killed 
and 65 insurgents mortally wounded in the 
attack. 

Many survivors took refuge in caves near 
Baludnstan, about 1 2 miles east of Jalalabad, 
capital of Mangarhar Province, he said. Rus- 
sian casualties were being flown out of the 
area by helicopters and their number was not 
known, he added. His report tfculd not be 
independently confirmed. 

Afghanistan's Marxist rulers Friday called 
for talks with Iran and Pakistan in a bid for 
recognition by their staunchly Muslim neigh- 
bors.

The Lebanon fighting underscored an 
escalating conflict between Iranian leader 
Ayatollah Rohullah Khomeini and Iraqi 
President Saddam H ussein. Both have vowed 
to overthrow each others regime. 

Dominance in the vital Gulf region that 
provides the West until much of 'its oil is 
behind the conflict that has lately flared into 
border skirmishing and intensified territorial 
claims.

On Tuesday “Ama!*' militiamen led a 
demonstration in Beirut in protest against the 
alleged arrest in Baghdad of Imam Muham- 
mad Baqer Sadr, head of the majority Shiite 
community in Iraq. 

Amal militiamen dashed with pro-Iraqi 
Lebanese Baathist militiamen in a gun battle 
that left one killed and three hospitalized. 

On Wednesday the Beirut office of Iran 
Air, Iran's national carrier, was gutted by a 
bomb attack and heavy fighting broke out in 
Chiyyah and Bourj El Barajneh. Amal 
militfamen and ALF fighters mounted hit- 
and-run raids on each other’s positions. AlIF 
gunmen, mostly Shiites, intervened to help 
the outnumbered and outgunned Baathists. 

Fighting reached a peak with an Amal 
attack that set the offices of the pro- Iraqi 
newspaper Beirut ablaze at sundown Wed- 
nesday. The ALF mounted a retaliatory 
assault on AI Zahraa Shiite hospital in Ouzai. 
which is controlled by Amal. 


18 killed 
in Israeli 
attack on 
Lebanon 

SARAFAND. Lebanon. April IS 
I Agencies) — Scaborncl smell commando*, 
backed by a helicopter and gunboat barrage. 
Friday stormed a house in southern Lebanon 
used by Palestinian commandos and killed 1 S 
persons including three children, Palestinian 
sources said. 

Six cximtnandos died in a ruo-hour battle 
with the Israeli force which struck soon alter 
midnight near this south Lebanese tillage. 
The tillage is about 40 kilometers north of 
the Israeli border. 

Sources said the other casualties were 
civilians. They also said the Israelis blew up 
the house that was being used by the Palesti- 
nians as a medical clinic. Another house was 
damaged badly in the shelling and almost 
destroyed. 

Eyewitnesses said the Israeli attack lasted 
more than two and a half hours. It was pre- 
ceded by an artillery barrage from Israeli ves- 
sels lying off-shore. The Israelis returned to 
the ships after the raid. 

Friday's attack closely follows an attack 
Thursday when rightist militiamen turned 
their big guns on a south Lebanese village in 
the U.N'. peace-keeping zone and overran a 
U.N. observer post. 

Local reports said the militiamen opened 
fire with heavy artillery on Al-Tiri village 
from the border enclave along the Israeli 
frontier and threatened ro shell homes again 
unless the inhabitants ousted the U.N. 
peace- keepers. 

The commander of the Israeli -backed 
militia. Saad Haddad, gave the villagers a 
24-hqur ultimatum to drive out the Irish con- 
tingent of the U.N. Interim Force in Leba- 
non, who control the sector in which Al-Tiri 
is located. Three houses were severely dam- 
aged. 

For the last two weeks the village has been 
the focus for bitter confrontation between 
the intematinp force and tbe rightists. w.»o 
naw^ killed Fjjian ana Irish soldier in 
dashes. A spokesman in Beirut said that an 
observation post manned by two Americans, 
a Canadian and a Fijian was overrun Thurs- 
day by eight militia members who crashed 
their armoured vehicle through the gate. 

Cuba refugees offered 
haven in S. Lebanon 

SIDON. April 1 8 ( R) — The commander of 
the Israeli- backed right-wing militia in 
southern Lebanon has offered to accommo- 
date 1,000 Cuban refugees in the southern 
Lebanese border strip, the militia radio 
reported. 

Saad Had- 
dad as saying he was prepared to receive 
1,000 CuWin refugees and ensure lodging 
and employment for them.

AIC Board to meet Sunday

RIYADH. April 18 — The Board of the 
Arab Investment Company will hold a two- 
day meeting here beginning Sunday to review 
its projects in the Arab world, and Tuesday 
its General Assembly will meet to discuss the 
Annual report. 

The company was established 1974 with a 
capital off 300 million by a number of Arab 
states to participate in equities and to lend 
money for establishing projects in member 
countries. 

The company joined Saudi Arabia, Kuwait 
and Sudan in financing the Kenana Sugar 
Company in Sudan for the cultivation, refin- 
ing and distribution of sugar. Built at a cost of 
$ 600 million Kenana is the largest of its kind 
in the Arab world and one of the largest in the 
Western world. 

The company met with Arab businessmen 
in Jeddah last week to introduce itself and to 
tell the bussinessmen that it was created to . 
help them realize some of their projects by 
lending them money or participating in 


equity and profits. 

So far, results are good, according to Abdul 
Rahman A1 Sai. director-general. Already 
the company has $ 500 million in its treasury. 
Last year, it made a profit of S 17 million 
compared to $ 9.6 million the year before. 


Kenana has an integrated sugar estate and 
factory complex at Sufeiya. south of Khar- 
toum. Production started in February with a 
target of 40.000 tons of refined white sugar 
this year. At full production, the factory will 
have a daily crushing capacity of 17.000 tons 
of . sugar canc and an annual output of 
330.000 tons of refined sugar. 


The company also has asked Booker 
Agriculture International of the United 
Kingdom to do a feasibility study for Somali 
export of chilled meat to Saudi Arabia and 
the Gulf. Somalia now exports only canned 
meat from two factories in Mogadishu and 
Kismayo. but Saudi Arabia reportedly is 
emphasizing regional imports of frozen 
unbutchered meat to reduce dependence on 
meat from other countries.

Water project continues expansion

It is a strange phenomenon that 
although a large number of Saudi Arabian 
yo ung men look for jobs in government 
departments, an equally large number of 
alien contractees fill the government 
posts. These foreign workers even fill the 
ordinary positions such as the filling of 
diary and dispatch registers and circula- 
tion of files and papers. 

When I asked an old official about the 
cause of this phenomenon, he said it 
started in 1975 when some departments 
were forced to employ foreigners for vac- 
ant posts. During the last five years, the 
number of school and college graduates 
increased, and consequently, a large 
□umber of Saudi Arabians were found 
seeking jobs. But having once appointed 
the aliens, the government departments 
continued to renew their contracts. They 
did not turn to the Civil Service Board to 


make an annouocenjentof the vacant pos- 
itions. 

I have received letters from Saudi Ara- 
bians hunting jobs and complaining 
against this phenomenon. They ask the 
board to find a solution to this problem. 


JEDDAH. April 18 (SPA) — Five turbine 
generators will be installed in the Jeddah 
water desalination projects in time for the 
October Pilgrimage season, according to 
Isam Jamjoura. 

The deputy governor of the Saline Water 
Conversion Corporation Thursday said after 
inspecting the work site that the entire pro- 
ject will be finished by mid- 1 982. It will cost 
SR2.6 billion and will produce 85 million 
gallons of water. The plant's generating 
capacity will be SOU megawatts daily. 

Jamjoura said the project will cover 


250.000 square meters and 600 people arc 
involved in the construction. In May. 
administrative and technical preparation will 
begin for the project.

Kingdom to help fishing

government hope to increase the dwindling booty of these harvesters of fish. 


JEDDAH, April 18 — King Khaled 
gave his approval to the establishment of a 
semi-slate company to develop the coun- 
try’s fishing industry, A share offer will be 
announced shortly. 

The intention is to double Saudi 
Arabia’s annual catch io 32.000 tons, 
according to Dr. Nasser Al Saleh , director 
general of agricultureldevelopmeni at the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Water. He is 
also the ministry’s representative on the 
board of the new company. The en te rprise 
will be named the Saudi Fishing Com- 
pany. he told Saudi Business magazine. 

He said the government decided to go 
ahead with the venture after it came :o the 
conclusion that the Kingdom's fishing 
industry needed high technology and 
aggressive planning, it was die only option 
open both for improving yield and improv- 
ing the standard of fishing. 

The company will cover the entire pro- 
cess of getting the fish out of the sea and to 
the housewife. Onshore it will establish 
faalities for taking and marketing catches. 
At sea the comoaoy will fish with its own 
fleet as well as going into joint ventures 
with international companies for fishing. 

On the high seas the company will enter 
joint ventures for fish exploitation. It will 
market both its own catches and those of 
private fishermen. 

The ultimate aim of the company is to 
have between 100 and 150 vessels of dif- 
ferent sizes. Its first base will be at Jubail 
with a second stage of development cover- 
ing the Jizan area. Jeddah will be third. 

The venture have an initial paid-up cap- 
ital of SR 100 million, which may be raised 


to SR200 million and will be qualified for 
all ihe facilities of government loans. The 
government will hold 40 per cent of the 
equity with the remainder to be sold ar 
SR 100 per share. 

Saleh said the company's purpose is 
twofold. First, it is to improve the overall 
performance of fishing by its own fie stand 
its own marketing facilities. Secondly, it is 
lo improve ihe performance of traditional 
fishermen through force of organization 
and example. The government is follow- 
ing the recommendations of the Fisheries 
Development Program, instituted by the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Water and the 
British White Fish Authority. The five- 
year program ended recently with a com- 
prehensive report being sent to the gov- 
ernment on how to save the industry. 

Dr. Abdul Rahman Al Sheikh, the 
Minister of Agriculture and Water will 
chair the board, which will have three 
members front the government and five 
from the private sector. Apart from Saleh, 
the Ministeries of Commerce and Finance 
and National Economy are to nominate 
members. 

Fish represents 13 per cent of unima! 
consumption in die Kingdom, but one half 
of that is provided by canned imports. 
There are 3.250 fishermen in the Red Sea 
and 1 500 in the Gulf, working 25SU boats 
powered by sail cr oar in the Red Sea and 
300 mainly motorized dhows in the Gulf. 

In Jeddah, plans axe moving ahead for a 
large fish market. Two weeks ago Mayor 
Muhammad Said Farsi opened a tempor- 
ary market, built by Abhar and Zainy . that 
will replace the old one until a major new 
area is developed.

receives from the United States, stated 
Detroit attorney Abdeen Jabara at a press 
conference here last week.

At the press conference, Jabara told the 
Arab News that he does not think the Ameri- 
can people are aware of the facts on how 
much aid the U.S. gives Israel. 

According to the figures supplied by the 
group, the $ 37 chunk from each American 
taxpayer which goes to Israel, is more, per 
capita, than U.S. taxpayers contribute for 
mass transit, urban renewal, higher education 
or alternative energy. research in the U.S. 

The group finds it “ distressing ” that Con-

Turkey faces presidential impasse 


BONN. April 18 (R) — Arab League 
Secretary- General Chcdli Klibi will visit 
Bonn next month for talks with Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt and Foreign Minister Hans 
Genscher. the league’s office here said. 

Klibi. expected on May 7 for a stay of two 
or three days, would discuss the Palestinian 


issue and other Middle East topics as well as 
ways of promoting the dialogue between 
Arab states and the European Common 
Market, a spokesman said. 

The former Tunisian minister has visited 
Paris. Rome and London in recent months 
for similar discussions. 


ANKARA. April 18 (R) — Turkey, stag- 
gering under the burden of 1 30 per cent infla- 
tion and increasing political violence is in the 
throes of a new crisis over the election of a 
head of state. 

After nearly four weeks of daily balloting, 
parliament has failed to elect a president to 
replace former admiral Fahri Komturk . 
whose seven-year Lcrm expired two weeks 
ago. Until a new president is elected, parlia- 
ment can pass no routine legislation. 

The 635 seats of the national assembly, the 
joint sitting of the senate and lower house 
which elects the president, are fairly evenly 
divided between left and right-wing parties. 

Meanwhile, the Turkish government has 
extended martial law in most violence-torn 
provinces for a further two-months. 

The cabinet met Thursday and adopted a 
National Security Council recommendation 
that military control in 1 9 of the 20 provinces 


already under martial law be extended for 
another two months starting April 26. 

The cabinet also decided to lift martial law 
from eastern Erancan province but to 
impose it on the province of Agri which bor- 
ders on I ran. keeping the number an even 20. 

The National Security Council, headed 
Thursday by acting- president Ihsan Sabri 
Caglayangil. is composed of key ministers 
and armed forces commanders and is the 
country s highest advisory body. 

According to Turkeys constitution, mar- 
tial law can be proclaimed for two- month 
terms and needs to be renewed by govern- 
ment decision, followed by parliamentary 
endorse menL 

Martial law was declared in 1 3 of Turkey’s 
67 provinces in December 1978. following 
bloody political and sectarian riots which cost 
1 1 1 lives. 


Syria to participate in Olympics 


DAMASCUS. April 18 (R) — Syria wiU 
take part in Moscow's Olympic Gaines this 
summer, it was- officially announced here Fri- 
day. 

Reda Asfahani. diairman of the General 
Sports Union in Syria, said a mission compris- 
ing 98 athletes will go to Moscow one month 
before the opening ceremony on July 1 9. 

President Jimmy Carter has called for the 


boy con of Moscow's Olympics Games 
because of the Soviet military intervention in 
Afghanistan. 


A delegation from the Soviet committee 
organizing the games in Moscow arrived in 
Damascus earlier this week and held talks 
with Syrian officials on fadlities for Syrian 
athletes.

As Andrew Hamilton of Fiorina has 
pointed out, around. 80 per cent of plant 
deaths are caused by too much water. 
Hydroculture, or actually growing the 
plants in water, ironically enough elimi- 
nates the problem. The reason is that soil 
becomes non-essential as long as a plant 
received the essential -nutrients- water, 
light arid air. Air is need for the roots as 
well as leaves. When a plant in soil is 
overwatered, the sodden soil stops air 
from getting through.

Indoor plants particularly suited to this 
type of culture include pineapples, dssus • 
(kangaroo vine), dieffenbachia, dracaena 
and its varieties, fatshedera, ficus var- 
ieties, hedera and a number of other 
plants. Those large impressive plane 
apparently growing out of pebbles that 
one often sees in hotel lobies, are invari- 
ably bydrocultvre specimens. 

“For the average Jeddah indoor gar- 
dener, there are certain advantages in 
using the hydroculture method,” Hamil- 
ton said. "Apart from the fact that hyd- 
roculture plants are impossible to overwa- 
ter, they also appear to grow quite happily 
in darker surroundings, or need less light 
than normally grown plants." 

Hydroculture requires a special pot and 
those "pebbles" at the top are actually 
day pellets called hydro-korrels. A cross- 
section of a pot will reveal eight to 10 
centimeters of stones, topped by two cen- 
timeters of kernels, which apart from look- 
ing attractive, allow water to pass across 
ihe surface because of their porous nature. 

Hydroculture specimens can be bought 
or ordered already growing. The more 
adventurous gardeners can experiment 
and try growing their own. Special hyd- 
roculture kits are available to make the 
experiment a tittle more simple. 

A very simplified explanation of the 
procedure is that the selected plant is 
removed from its pot, and the roots arc 
deaned carefully erf all soil. The plant is 
then placed in a pot of pellets sitting in a 
saucer of water. The plant, plus pot, is 
then placed in a plastic bag to prevent 
undue evaporation. The plastic bag can be 
disposed later once the plant has struck 
and aedi mated to its new home. 

A very important aspect of hydrocul- 
tnre is adequate feeding. Since the plant 
cannot draw food from the soil, it needs 
special liquid fertilize is for nutrition. The 
important ingredients are trace elements 
that are essential for the plant’s well- 
being. 

Hamilton said pre-established hyd- 
roculture plants are more expensive than 
normal specimens because of the addi- 
tional time and effort involved in getting 
the plant started. However, they are more 
than worth the additional cost because of 
their ease of maintenance.

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MARKING TIME 

The meetings just ended in Washington between President 
Carter and Menahem Begin as well as those between Carter 
and Sadat which preceded them, showed clearly the impasse 
the Camp David side finds itself in, as well as its insistence to 
soldier on no matter how hopeless the effort may seem. 

Begin went to Washington without any concessions in his 
mind. And Carter was in no position to exert any pressure on 
him to yield on any point of substance. They agreed, as Sadat 
also agreed when he was in Washington, that the talks on 
Palestinian autonomy must go on — although, as everyone 
knows, there is nothing between Egypt and Israel to discuss, 
given the declared position of each. 

This paralysis suits both Begin and Carter very well. The 
former is enabled through it to continue with the efforts to 
absorb the occupied territories, and the latter because, in this 
election year, nothing would harm his chances for reelection 
more than an official admission of the failure of the Camp 
David process. Sadat is also offered something. The possibility 
of Begin accepting that the Palestinian autonomy project 
should be applied to the Gaza Strip, leaving the question of its 
application to the West Bank till later, offers Sadat a welcome 
breathing space, at a time when internal tensions in Egypt are 
reaching the point of danger, while the external pressures 
rom the Arab and Islamic states opposed to the Camp David 
approach continue to mount. 

Marking time, or continuing with the pretense of the 
“talks,” is the only strategy the Camp David side has to offer. 
The only other alternative is to admit defeat and cast about for 
a new formula. And that is precisely what Israel does not want, 

I since it is bound to involve real concessions (if yielding back 
illegally occupied territory can be called that.) 

Sadat and Begin, it was reported, have both pressed Carter 
not to make any new moves on the question of the Middle 
East. The situation there, according to them, is particularly 
fluid at the moment, and some drastic changes are in the offing 
— changes which will favor the Camp David approach. It 
would be folly for him to listen to such counsel, since it is 
precisely the Camp David approach which is causing the are- 
a's unrest. 

DANGEROUS STEP 

The economic sanctions imposed on Iran by President Car- 
ter are only the first step on a very dangerous road. Hie next 
step is a naval blockade, and the third, catastrophically, is 
military action, however limited. Few would want to see this 
process unfold to its end. Most would like to see Iran (and 
then, inevitably, the area and then, equally inevitably, world 
stability) spared such dire jeopardy. 

The Iranians for their part seem to count on the difficulties 
facing any naval blockade — its effect, they argue, would deny 
the world of Iranian oil. But experts believe the world has 
enough oil stored to last a long time — certainly beyond the 
few weeks of interruption entailed by any American action. 
They add that Iranian production has for a while now been 
static at around 1.5 million barrels per day, an amount which 
can be obtained from other sources if need be. 

This means that Iran would suffer badly; and that, ulti- 
mately, it would be judged to have engineered the cause of its 
suffering. Some of the country’s leaders, it is clear, and here 
President Bani-Sadr himself comes to mind, realize this, and 
have sought to resolve the problem of hostages before it could 
harm the country. But they have been powerless, owing to the 
“unofficial government” which is really in control — at least 
where it touches the question of the relations to the United 
States. 

The moderate side represented by Bani-Sadr can only hope 
that governments whose friendliness to Iran is beyond ques- 
tion will use their good offices to persuade the militant ele- 
ments that nothing but harm can come to Iran from any future 
conflict. The priority of the leadership should be the economic 
and political ills from which the country is suffering. It is 
certainly not in maintaining artificial crises with the United 
States or with neighboring countries. 
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The odds firmly stacked against Afghan government

NEW DELHI — 

Afghanistan completes two years under Marxist 
rule this month with the odds firmly stacked against 
the new government headed by President Babrak 
Kannal. 

The Afghan president, the third since Marxists 
took over in April 197S was put in power in a 
Soviet-backed coup on Dec. 27 for what is officially 
described as a new phase of the Saur ( April) revolu- 
tion. 

Paradoxically, KarmaTs main backer, the Soviet 
Union, has also proved his regime's worst enemy, 
depriving it of popular support at home and dip- 
lomatic recognition abroad. 

In Kabul, where this correspondent spent the last 
month, the remark is heard. “If only Karma] had 
come alone " suggesting that for some the 50- 
year-old president may have succeeded where his 
two predecessors failed. 

But, according to Western sources in Kabul, 
nearly 100,000 Soviet troops are now in the coun- 
try, and Afghans widely resent their presence. 

“That was the only solution,” a foreign diplomat 
quoted a senior Afghan government official as tel- 
ling him after the massive Soviet airlift started in 
late December last year. 

By that time, a widespread Muslim rebellion was 
gaining the upper hand, and the Marxist govern- 
ment stood totally discredited as a result of excesses 
under former President HafizuIIah Amin. 

It is a widely accepted view among diplomats in 
Kabul that, without Soviet military intervention not 
only would Karma! not be in power but Marxist rule 
might have been swept away altogether by now. 

Amin was killed in the December coup, only 
three months after ousting Afghanistan's first Mar- 
xist leader Nur Muhammad Taraki. 

The new government, blaming “Amin and 
Antin’ s” for everything that has gone wrong since 
the April revolution, tries to project a reassuring 
image in an effort to gain confidence of the popula- 
tion — but, by KarraaT s own admission, with little 
result so far. 

Asked what had changed since he came to power, 
the Afghan president recently told journalists: 
“Three months is nothing.” 

The government* s first but least publicized prior- 
ity is to regain control of the military situation in die 
next few months, taking advantage of dear weather 
in spring and summer to try to bring under control 
Muslim and other guerrilla groups. 

Diplomats in Kabul expect Soviet forces to play 
an increasingly active part in military operations 
because there has been no time to rebuild an 
Afghan army weakened by purges and continuing 
desertions and largely demoralized. 

Friends of Afghan army officers said some cried 
in humiliation after Soviet troops took command. 

Diplomats in Kabul estimated the present 
strength of the Afghan army at 40,000 including 
12,000 conscripts. A recruiting campaign among 
2 1 -year-olds was launched early last month, and 
the government later announced a “voluntary 
call- up” for school-leavers. 

Hurried efforts are also being made to beef up the 


police force. Diplomatic sources said police officers 
recently returned from the Soviet Union after four 
months of training instead of the usual six. 

The Hi-equipped Muslim rebels are no match for 
Soviet military might. But as a Soviet diplomat in 
Kabul told a Western journalist: “We Russians 
cannot be everywhere." 

In Ghazni province alone, southwest of Kabul 
where the Afghan authorities say a number of 
“subversive elements and bandits" were wiped out 
last month, non- Communist diplomatic sources 
estimated at 10,000 the number of anti- 
government rebels operating within a 100 kilomet- 
ers radius of Ghazni city. ■ 

The guerrillas are mobile, and some groups claim 
they have sophisticated arms and only lack men to 
operate them. Money, medicine and shoes are also 
in demand according to sympathizers in Kabul. 

One rebel group, the United National Front, said 
heavy machine guns, anti-tank rockets and other 
weapons were captured from an army barracks at 
Hussein Kot northwest of Kabul last month. The 
action, apparently made possible by deserters, was 
confirmed by independent sources. 

In a leaflet circulated in Kabul, the group said 
guerrillas should not beg arms from the United 
Sates. China, Pakistan or Britain but capture them 
from the enemy. * ■ 

Diplomats, who are not allowed to travel more 
than 20 kilometers outside Kabul, find it difficult to 
assess the military situation in the countryside. 

The Afghan authorities are trying to isolate rebel 
groups from the rest of the population in an attempt 
to deny guerrillas the support they need to operate. 

In the northern city of Mazar-i- Sharif and at 
Herat in the south, government and party officials 
warned shopkeepers of dire consequences if they 
went on strike, reminding them of what happened 
in Kabul last February. 

Then, a strike by traders in the Afghan capital 
against the Soviet military presence was followed by 
violent demonstrations which ended in bloodshed 
after dashes with security forces. 

With no apparent success, . the Afghan 
authorities are trying to persuade the population 
that anti-government rebels are not genuine Mus- 
lims because disorder and anarchy are alien to 
Islam. 

Kannal and other Afghan leaders begin all their 
public pronouncements with the words : “ In the 
name of God. the Compassionate and the Merci- 
ful. ” But political analysts in Kabul said more was 
needed to restore their Muslim credentials in the 
eyes of Afghans. 

“ People have not forgotten how in the 1960’s 
Kannal and other Communist leaders went to the 
bazaar on Fridays and trampled the Koran in 
public, ” said a long-time resident of Kabul. 

Since they came to power II weeks ago, the 
Afghan authorities have not only carefully avoided 
offending the religious feelings of Muslims but also 
made conciliatory gestures toward them. 

While voidng their opposition to Marxist rule 
and Soviet intervention in Afghanistan, a group of 
mullahs (Muslim religious leaders) told a delega- 
tion of foreign lawyers visiting Afghanistan last 
month that they now enjoyed freedom of religion 


17,000 want to flee Timor

LISBON - 

The International Red Cross has collected a list 
of 17.000 men, women, and children who want to 
leave the troubled former Portuguese colony of 
East Timor, according to foreign ministry offidals 
in Lisboa. 

Reports that such a list existed have been circu- 
lated in the Portuguese capital for several weeks but 
offidai confirmation has added a new and signific- 
ant element to one of the most pressing human 
rights issues since Cambodia. 

Ever since the Indonesian invasion of Timor in 
197S, the authorities have been reluctant to allow 
Timorese out freely for fear of a mass exodus and 
the damaging results this would have on world opin- 
ion. Most of the 2.000 Timorese who have arrived 
in Lisbon since 1975 daim they have bribed their 
way ouL 

The exception was the family reunion scheme 
organized by the Australian government whidi led 
to Indonesia allowing 100 Timorese to leave in 
1978. Since then the Indonesian government has 
indicated its willingness to repatriate only 200 
Portuguese-born Timorese. 

It appears that Indonesia will not even begin to 
consider the list of 17.000 unless it can manage to 
wrestle considerable diplomatic concessions in 
return. 


Portugal has never recognized Indonesia’s inva- 
sion of Timor as a Fait accompli but rather as the 
brutal interruption of a series of delicate indepen- 
dence negotiations. 

The Portuguese constitution, ratified in 1976, 
commits Portugal's president, the Council of the 
Revolution and the government to “promote and 
safeguard the right to independent of East Timor.” 

Portugal broke off formal diplomatic ties with 
Indonesia after the invasion and resorted to a series 
of protests at the United Nations. 

Government officials, facing Portugal's biggest 
refugee problem since the decolonization of Africa 
four years ago, now admit privately to the need fora 
more pragmatic approcah to the question of Timor. 

U.N. condemnations have had little effect and 
violation of human rights and mass starvation have 
continued in Timor. 

Evidence of torture and su mm ary executions is 
being compiled by Amnesty International, while 
relief agencies on the island have publidy acknow- 
ledged that more than 240.000 Timorese are cur- 
rently being treated for malnutrition. An estimated 
200,000 out of Timor’s total population of 600,000 
are believed to have died since J975. 

A formal diplomatic request from Portugal for 
safe passage for the 17.000 Timorese would be 
interpreted by Indonesia as a dt facto recognition erf 
Indonesian sovereignty in Timor. — (OFNS) 


after being persecuted and humiliated under the 
two previous Marxist governments. 

Karma! has told journalists that a new national 
flag incorporating Islamic green would soon stand 
next to the present red banner which many Muslims 
equate with godless communism. 

The new red. black and green flag, which Kannal 
said would symbolize Afghanistan's independence 
and freedom, is expected to make its first formal 
appearance of the second anniversary of the Saur 
revolution on April 27. 

Also awaited is a draft constitution defining the 
powers between the revolutionary council and gov- 
ernment, both headed by Kannal, setting up an 
independent judiciary and guaranteeing basic rights 
and freedoms. Afghanistan has had no constitution 
since the monarchy was overthrown in 1973. 

One of the first decisions taken by the authorities 
after the December coup was to release political 
prisoners. The authorities daim that more than 
1 5,000 detainees were freed although no list was 
ever published. 

In Kabul alone, an estimated 10.000 people 
detained before the coup are believed to be missing, 
possibly killed during the first two Marxist 
administrations. 

An unknown number of political prisoners are 
still in prison, jailed by the present government 
whidi said they would be provided with defense 
counsels and that independent observers would be 
allowed to attend their trials. 

The government, now comparing” blood-thirsty 
Amin ” and his “ fasast band ” to the ousted Pol 
Pot regime in Kampuchea, is making every effort to 
show it respects human rights. 

There has been no report of torture, an earlier 
common practice, since the December coup, and 
the government has had talks with such organiza- 
tions as the International Red Cross Committee 
and Amnesty International, the London- based 


human rights group. 

A general amnesty was declared for “ misguided 
Afghans,” as opposed to hard-core rebels. The 
government later invited Afghan refugees in neigh- 
boring Pakistan to return home under international 
supervision. It also promised to give back to people - 
property illegaly seized from them under tbc previ- 
ous regime. 

Non-party members are being appointed to 
senior government posts along with hardline offi- 
cials of the Communist- style People's Democratic 
Party (PDP). who are themselves bitterly divided, 
between those approving and opposing the Soviet 
intervention. 

The present Afghan leaders are dedicated Marx- 
ists, bur more pragmatic than their predecessors. 
They call for reconciliation, advocate a national _ 
democratic revolution and say socialism is for later. 

But opponents continue to leave the country, 
sometimes with official approval like former mem- 
bers of the royal family, and more often illegally. 
Passports are expensive — 22 .3 00 Afghan ( $ 500). 

For opponents at home and critics abroad, die 
main fault with the present government is tiui 
Karma! was put in power by Soviet troops. 

Western countries do not recognize the new gov- 
ernment which they say was imposed on Afghanis- 
tan by Moscow. They maintain diplomatic relations 
with Kabul, but political cooperation is frozen and 
aid programs are suspended or reduced. 

The Islamic conference, whidi ts due to meet 
again at ministerial level in Islamabad next month, 
suspended the Afghan government in January and 
dedded to impose a political and economic boycott 
as kmg_ as Soviet troops remained in the country. 

Diplomatic efforts to find a political solution to 
what the Kabul government refers to as the ” so- 
called Afghan issue " have so far failed to bring 
about a change in the initial Afghan-Soviet stand.

The Cuban Foreign Ministry said it

assertions" of Garcia. " He manifested, in 
declarations made in Lima, that the Cuban 
government had suspended the granting of 
documents to persons inside the Peruvian 
embassy in Havana. At no time has the 
expedition of passports been suspended to 
persons who have left the embassy and have 
solicited them. " 

However, the Peruvian Foreign Ministry 
condemned what it called offensive refer- 
ences to the Peruvian foreign minister " and 
repeated its accusation that Cuba had 
announced by loudspeaker on April 1 5 that it 
would limit safe conduct passes to women 
and children in the Peruvian embassy in 
Havana.

Money chiefs to steer 
cash to poor countries

PARIS. April IS l AFP) — Top managers 
of the world economy will he meeting in 
H ambu rg next week t« * discuss ways ti ' ensu re 
world monetary stability and improved 
financial relations between rich and poor 
countries. 

A key issue will be recycling of the surp- 
luses of oil-priijueing countries, expected to 
reach some SI UU.IHJU U »SI 20.00U million this 
year because of a 1 30 percent rise in crude oil 
prices since the beginning of l‘»7d. This is 
among the most crucial questions marking 
the world monetary scene at present, inter na- 
tional experts say. 

The Hamburg talks will get underway next 
Monday when top officials of developing 
countries in the "Group of 25“ meet to com- 
pare notes on this and other issues, including 
the proposed creation of a "substitution 
account" by the International Monetary 
Fund (.IMF). 

The talks w ill wind up next Friday with a 
meeting of finance ministers of leading West- 
ern and Third World countries in the IMF s 
2 1- member interim committee where both 
sides will confront their views on the world 
economic and monetary situation. This will 
be preceded hy a ministerial session of the 
joint IMF and World Bank development 
committee next rhursday. mainly on ways of 
increasing the flows of finance to the Third 
World. 

Experts said the recycling of the petro- 
dollar surpluses dominate the talks because 
the sharp rise in oil prices is expected to gen- 
erate large deficits in oil- importing countries. 
They may reach S7U.UUU million for the 
industrialized countries as a group and 
perhaps as much as 5U.UUU million for non-oil 
producing developing countries, according to 
some estimates. 

The international banking system played a 
key role in piping such surpluses back into the 
financial circuits in the wake of the 1 973-74 


crisis: by lending to deficit countries. 

Many experts now fear that private banks 
may be reluctant to play the same role at 
present, partly because of the high level of 
indebtedness of many developing countries. 
Banks may also want to adopt a cautious 
lending policy against the background of a 
looming world-wide economic slowdown. 

The recycling problem is not likely to arise 
this year, but could become acute in 1981. 
uccoridng to some experts. 

The proposed IMF substitution account 
woud enable central banks to deposit 
unwanted dollars — or other currencies — 
with the 1 MF in exchange for interest-bearing 
Special Drawing Rights (SDR) certificates. 

The creation of such an instrument was 
agreed in principle at the IMF aetoal meeting 
in Belgrade last October. It wcnild help mop 
up some of the huge overhang of several 
hundred thousand million dollars now 
invested on the international markets, and 
thus steady the monetary system. 

According to experts, substantial progress 
has been made on technical issues, but there 
are still major problems which require "polit- 
ical’' decision before the device can be final- 
ized. These include the rate of interest to be 
paid by the United States for dollar balances 
consolidated through this facility. IMF mem- 
bers also have to decide on the rate to be 
served on SDR certificates in order to make 
deposits attractive to central banks. And 
there is still no agreement on how exchange 
risks should be covered. 

According to some sources, the dollar's 
recent sharp rise on the foreign exchanges 
and skyrocketing U.S. interest rates have 
greatly complicated these issues. Moreover, 
developing nations still do not appear con- 
vinced that the new facility would serve their 
interests. The stance adopted by oil- 
producing countries could be decisive, 
according to experts.

30,000 witness plane’s fiery crash 


PAGO PAGO, American Samoa. April 
18 ( AP) — Nine persons were killed and one 
was badly burned when a U.S. navy plane 
dropping parachutists into a crowd of 30,000 
snagged the cables of an aerial tramway, 
crashed on the Pago Pago waterfront and set 
fee to the hotel that was the setting for the 
play and movie Rain. 

The dead included all six crewmen of the 
plane, the navy said in Honolulu. Local offi- 
cials said the other three dead apparently were 
civilians, and at least one appeared to be a 
white male: But the identities were withheld 
Thursday. 

One civilian, a male Japanese tourist, was 
■ critically burned- He and the nine bodies 
were flown to Tripler Air Foce Base in Hon- 
olulu- 



The plane, a four-engine P-3 Orion 
turbo-prop, was based at the naval air station 
at Moffett Field, in Honolulu. It was taking 
pan in a two-day Flag Day celebration in the 
capital of American Samoa, a U.S. territory 
in the south Pacific. 

Its exploding fuel tanks set fire to one wing 
of the 250- room Rainmaker Hotel. Ameri- 
can Samoa's only large hotel. The flames gut- 
ted 70 or 75 rooms in the old part of the hotel 
where Somerset Maugham stayed before he 
wrote the short story about Sadie Thompson 
end the Rev. Davidson on which the play and 
movie were based. 

However, an eyewitness said the hotel was 
almost empty because everyone was in the 
town’s main square for the celebration. 

The eyewitness, who asked not to be iden- 


tified, said the plane bad just droped the six 
members of a U.S. army parachutist team 
over the square shortly after ID a.m. when 
three of the jumpers were blown off their 
target. The plane turned, apparnetly to fol- 
low their descent, but snagged on a cable of 
the tramway that crosses the day. the witness 
reported. 

It narrowly missed the main square, which 
was jammed with an estimated 30.000 
natives and tourists, and crashed just outside 
the hotel, spraying the old wing of the build- 
ing with burning fuel. 

It was chaos.” the witness continued. 
"Thousands ran toward the scene of the 
crash, then ran the other way when the 
plane's fuel tanks exploded.

Colombia to study charges 
it tortured guerrilla prisoners

BOGOTA. April 18 (AP) — The con- 
troversy over human rights violations in Col- 
ombia has swept to prominence as an urban 
guerrilla group continued to hold 13 dip- 
lomats hostage. 

Neither guerrillas nor the government 
announced a bargaining session for Thurs- 
day. 

Sources said the occupation of the Domini- 
can Republic embassy could go on possibly 
until after an Organization of American 
States human rights co mmis sion due to arrive 
Sunday completes its work. 

A 44 page report on alleged rights viola- 
tions in Colombia prepared by London- 
based Amnesty International was denounced 
by Colombia’s government this week. Presi- 
dent Julio Cesar Turbay called a meeting of 
his cabinet and top military commander for 
Friday to prepare a reply to charges of torture 


and other abuses. 

Amnesty International, which sent an 
investigative team here least February, 
urged the government to suspend a state of 
siege that has existed here almost continu- 
ously for the past 30 years. 

The report allged that at least eight cases of 
military torture of guerrilla prisoners were 
proven and that interrogators regularly emp- 
loyed some 50 different types of torture. 

Colombia's chief prosecutor. Guillermo 
Gonzalez, said the report was superficial and 
did not take evidence from officials into 
account. 

The furor has apparently helped prolong 
die captivity of 13 ambassadors, five consuls 
and two Colombians held by guerrillas of the 
April 19th move me nt(M- 19) at the Domini- 
can Republic embassy. 
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Eight executives sentenced in Taiwan sedition case 


TAIPEI, April 18 (AP) — The eigth top 
executives of the defunct political magazine 
Formosa were sentenced to terms ranging 
from 12 years to life in prison, the Taiwan 
garrison-command announced Friday. 

Led by legislator Huang Hrin-Cltieh. the 
eight Taiwanese dissidents were charged with 
sedition or plotting the violent overthrow of 
the Nationalist Chinese government in 
Taiwan during a riot in the southern city of 
Kaohsiung last December io which 1 83 police 
and soldiers were injured. 

The defendants were tried before a five- 
judge panel military court martial in Mardi. 
None of tbe dissidents confessed that he plot- 
ted to tople the government by force. 

A garrison command spokesman said that 
Shih Ming-teh. one of the key figures in the 


sedition case, was sentenced to life impris- 
onment. 

Huang, whose inm unity as a parliamen- 
tarian was revoked after his arrest, was sen- 
tenced to 14 years in jail, while six other 
received 12- year sentences. The six included 
Yao Chia-Wen. Lin Yi-Hsiung, Chang 
Chun-Hung. Lin Hsng-Hsuan, Miss Wu 
Hsiu-Lien and Miss Chen Oiu. 

Earlier the first civilian court questioned a 
group of Taiwanese dissidents involved in last 
December's anti-government demonstration 
in Kaohsiung ended a three-day wearing Fri- 
day. 

More than 20 Taiwanese had been ques- 
tioned Wednesday and Thursday in connec- 
tion with the same incident. Security forces 


had at the time seized 152 dissidents includ- 
ing eight persons who were tried by a military 
tribunal last month on charges of sedition and 
plotting violent overthrow of the Taiwan 
government. 

The nine-day trial of the eight dissidents 
was the most open in Taiwan's history, in 
terms of publidy airing the defendants' views 
on such previously subjects as Taiwan inde- 
pendence. 

By Western standards, however, there 
were several major omissions — the most 
important being the decision of the preriding 
judge not to call any defense witnesses or 
prosecution witnesses. The entire court mar- 
tial centered on questioned of the eigth dissi- 
dents by the presiding judge and defense 
attorneys. .

Italy this year, The leftist Red Brigades hasc 
claimed credit fur a large number nf them. 

Other groups also inspired by Communist 
teaching have detonated bombs in Italian 
cities in a continuing campaign against what 
they believe are injustices caused by the 
capitalist system.

DOHA, April IS (AFP) — Arab world 
imports of "food products” total $ 7 billion 
every year, Qatar’s minister of finance and 
indukiy, Ham dan Bin Rashed told the 
annual meeting of Arab financial organiza- 
tions, which ended here Wednesday. 

In studying the activities of the develop- 
ment funds the Arab finance ministers paid 
particular attention to investments ear- 
marked for agriculture this year. 

Rashed said that farm production 
decreased conaderably in the Arab world 
from 1978 onwards, causing excessive 
expenditure abroad. 

“The agricultural sector ” he said, provides 
jobs for more than 60 per cent of the active 
population and its income accounts for only 9 
per cent of Arab world's total income. 

The Gulf news agencies said the Arab 
finance ministers recommended that agricul- 
tural investments should be encouraged 
mainly in Sudan, where several companies 
were due to expand fruit growing and lives- 
tock breeding on a vast scale. 

The agencies added that a credit of $ 145 
million had been granted to those companies, 
which produce annually 7,000,000 chickens 
and 45.000,000 eggs. 

Japan announces 
$ 2.45b trade gap 

TOKYO, April 18 (R) — Japan's world 
trade balance turned into a record deficit of 
$2.45 billion in the financial year which 
ended last month following higher oil prices, 
it was announced here Friday. 

The finance ministry also said that Japan's 
current account balance produced a record 
deficit of $13.91 billion in fiscal 1979, while 
the overall balance of payments slumped to a 
record deficit of 18.96 billion. The figures 
compared with a massive visible trade surplus 
of $2033 billion in fiscal 197S. as well as an 
11.85 billion current account surplus and a 
balance of payments deficit of 230 billion

Carter: U.S. economy ‘enters’ recession 


WASHINGTON. Apri! IS (AP) — Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter has said the nation's 
economy "probably has entered a period of 
recession” that will cause “pain and ...disrup- 
tions” for many Americans. But Carter 
Thursday said he believes that is the price for 
restraining inflation and predicted the down- 
turn will be short and mild. 

It was the firs: time the president has ack- 
nowledged a recession apparently is at hand, 
although predictions by his own economic 
forecasters recently have been bolsterd by 
layoffs in the auto industry and a sharp 
dedine in horaebuilding. Carter indicated he 
agreed with other government officials, who 
say the downturn probably started in late 
March or early April. 

‘■Recent economic statistics suggest our 
economy has slowed down and probably 
entered a period of recession" Carter said at 
his news conference, adding quickly. ”1 
believe any recession will be mild and short ” 
He also predicted there will be “a substantial 
reduction in the rate of inflation in the next 
few months." 

By encouraging high interest rates and 
slowing government spending, the administ- 
ration has been actively tiying to encourage a 
recession, in the view of most economists. 
The administration says slower economic 
growth is necessary ro curb inflation. 

Carter said the rate of inflation could 
decline from the current 18 per cent annual 
rate to about 1 0 percent within a few months, 
if oil prices do not surge again and if the cost 
of the home mortgages declines by just 2 
percentage points to 14 per cent 

A decline in the inflation would help ease 
the high interest rates, he said. “ I have a very 
good feeling about the future this year, about 
controlling inflation and reducing interest 
rates,” the president said. 

Referring to the recession. Carter said. “1 ■ 
know the pain and 1 know the disrup- 
tions... that lie below cold statistics." But he 
added. “1 also know we cannot substantially 
reduce interest rate and cannot make jobs 
secure until we get the inflation rate down .'* 

The administration is predictiong a decline 
in economic output of 1 .4 per cent this year 
with unemployment rising to 72 per cent, up 
from the current 6.2 per cent. However, a top 
government official has said he thinks die 
downturn will be more severe, with a dedine 


in the gross national product of about 1 .5 per 
cent and a rise in joblessness to S per cent. 

Carter said the government is taking step* 
to help those who are being hurt most 
severely by high interest rates. Several meas- 
ures to provide assistance to hard-hit groups 
were announced earlier in the day. 

While the help likely will be welcomed, it 
probably will not completely satisfy these 
groups, which say higher interest rates are 
threatening their economic livelihood. 

The government acted in these areas 
Thursday: 

— The Federal Reserve Board said it w-UI 
make between 1 billion toS2 billion available 
to banks to lend to small businesses and far- 
mers at lower interest rates. 

— The Department of Housing and Urban 
Development announced it will help builders 
obtain loans on unsold house and extend sub- 
sidies for Invu- income buyers at a cost of 
about $160 million.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 18 (R) — 
Former Wimbledon champion Arthur Ashe, 

who underwent heart surgery five months 
ago, Wednesday announced his retirement 
from competitive tennis. 

The greatest black male player the game 
has ever seen told reporters: “I won't be 
entering any more tournaments." 

Ashe, 36. had a quadruple bypass heart 
operation in December after a heart attack 
July 31. The surgery was successful and he 
said afterwards that he intended to resume 
his career possibly competing this summer at 
Wimbledon, where he won the men’s singles 
tide in 1975. 

Ashe said his health was one of many fac- 
tors that influenced his decision to retire from 
competition.

It is best to 
draw the spade support at 
once. To bid two diamonds at 
this point would be begging 
"the issue without 
accomplishing anything. 
Sometimes you hear players 
say that two diamonds in this 
sequence indicates spade 
support, but this is a gross 


misconception of proper 
bidding technique. The right 
way to show spade support is 
by raising spades; the right 
way to deny spade support is 
by naming a new suit 

There isn’t ranch hope fee 
game, but, even so, it is 
important to tell partner right 
away that yon have trump 
support and at least a 
moderate hand. 

3. Four spades. This is no 
to be picking daisies; you 

have the values for game and 
you should express them 
forthwith. To invite partner to 
bid game by raising him to 
only three spades would be 
dead wrong, because you 
might get left at the post. 

It is neither necessary nor 
desirable to mention die clubs. 
Partner will see them as soon 
as dummy comes down. 

4. Two notrump. You can't 
take unilateral action here, 
since' the possibility of game 
depends chiefly cm whether 
North’s overcall is based on 
minimum , medi um or 
maximum values. He may 
have as few as 7 points or as 
many as 33, but he is in a far 
better position to know what 
be has than you are. 

So you leave the decision on 
how far to go to your partner, 
acting cm the sensible basis 
that be is just as anxious to bid 
and make a game as you are.

TEHRAN. April IS (AP) — U.S. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter tightened more economic 
screws in Iran and promised military action if 
the American hostages are not freed, Por- 
tugal cut off all trade with Iran and Ayatollah 
Khomeini defied them both. 

Carter banned U.S. imports from Iran 
Thursday, ordered the freeing for U.S. use or 
sale of impounded military equipment pur- 
chased by Iran, said he would seek congres- 
sional authority to pay reparations to the hos- 
tages and their families out of more than $S 
billion in Iranian assets he froze November, 
barred financial transactions with anyone in 
Iran, except those involved in journalism, 
and prohibited Americans other than jour- 
nalists from traveling to Iran without U.S. 
government permission. 

He told a news conference in Washington 


LONDON, April 18 lAP) —The U.S. dol- 
lar slipped against most key currencies Friday 
after American banks cut their prime lending 
rates, making the U.S. currency less attrac- 
tive. The price of gold rose. 

Some dealers said they believe U.S. inter- 
est rates have peaked, responding to presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter’s warning that more anti- 
inflationary measures are likely over the next 
few months. 

They said that U.S. economic troubles and 
the intensifying crisis over the U.S. hostages 
in Iran will likely affect the dollar, but stres- 
sed that interest rate trends will remain the 
most important factor in the immediate 
future. 

Several big U.S. banks cut their lending 
rate by 0.5 per cent to 19.5 per cent Friday. 

The dollars dip left it generally down 
against most major currencies for the -week. 

In Tokyo, the dollar rallied to regain some 
of the ground it lost over the past week, but it 
dosed at 248.65 yen, only slightly up on 
Thursday’s dose of 247.75 yen, a five-week 
low. 

Dealers there commented that it was dif- 
ficult to predict how the currency will fare 
next week because the market is uneasy over 
the lending rate level and the Iranian crisis. 

In London, the dollar made its only other 
marginal gain of the day. It cost $ 2.2265 to 
buy one British pound compared to $ 2.2280 
Thursday. 

The price of gold, which usually rises when 
the dollar's value slips, closed in Zurich at $ 
515.50 an ounce, up $ 5 from Thursday's 
dose. 

In London, Europe's other major bullion 
market, it closed at S 5 1 1 .00 an ounce — one 
dollar better than Thursday. 

The dosing London silver price was $ 
14.75 an ounce, — down from Thursday’s $ 
14.87.

he was considered banning shipments of U .S. 
food and medicine to Iran and blocking its 
use of Intelsat, the international com muni ca- 
tions satellite. He warned that if non-military 
action did not result in the freeing of the 53 
Americans held in Tehran, “then the only 
next step available that I can see would be 
some sort of military action which is the pre- 
rogative and the right of the United States 
under these circumstances." 

Aerial mining of Iran’s ports at the head of 
the Gulf appeared to be the most likely milit- 
ary action. LT.S. naval warfare specialists said 
A-6 attack planes like the. ones that mined 
North Vietnam's ports could be used from 
the two U.S. aircraft carriers now in the Ara- 
bian Sea. 

The main objective would be to close the 
oil export terminal at Kharg Island, where 
tankers load up for Western Europe and 
Japan. 

Portugal stopped trade with Iran, barred 
Portuguese ships from taking goods there 
from nations whose governments have 
embargoed those items, and halted financial 
deals and participation of Portuguese firms in 
Iranian industrial projects. 

The Portuguese government, which 
imported 21 per cent of its oil from I ran. said 
the embargo would remain in effect “until L'e 
release of the hostages," held in the LLS. 
embassy in Tehran and the Iranian Foreign 
Office since Nov. 4. 

While America’s nine allies in die Euro- 
pean Common Market continued to delay, 
their representatives in the European Parli- 
ament urged the nine governments to con- 
sider breaking diplomatic relations with Iran, 
as Carter did April 7. A derision on allied 
action is expected Monday, when the foreign 
ministers of the nine countries meet in Lux- 
embourg. 

Khomeini, the leader of the Iranian 
revolutionary regime, and Foreign Minister 
Sadeq Ghotbzadeh scoffed at Carter and the 
U.S. allies. They said Iran would counter any 
sanctions or naval blockade. Khomeini urged 
the Iranian people to be ready to defend the 
country if attacked. 

“Iran should not be beset by fears because 
they want to besiege it economically or 
militarily. We are not afraid of an economic 
blockade,” the Shiite patriarch told “popular 
mobilization committees" Radio Tehran 
reported. 

“Carter's main concern is to be president 
for another four years in order to commit 
crimes for another four years. This is all he 
wants and it seems that he has failed to realize 
this goal.” 

Khomeini said if Iran is attacked “all the 
inhabitants of the country — man and 
women, young and old — should rise in its 
defease ... they should be is total readiness 
for guerrilla warfare and their faith in Islam 
should be strong.” 

Meanwhile, Kurdish rebel sources said a 
Kurdish guerrilla and two civilians were kil- 
led in fighting in northwest Iran around the 
town of Saghez. The sources said the rebels 
were entrenched in the town and government 
troops were occupying a strategic ridge and 
using helicopter gun ships. 

A Kurdish spokesman said the tribal 
rebels, who have been fighting off and on for 
autonomy ever since the overthrow of the 
Shah, were also preventing the army from 
entering Sandandaj, the provincial capital of 
Kurdistan.

City honors Armstrong 


NEW ORLEANS, April 18 (AP) — This 
U.S. city has opened a $ 10 million shrine to 
jazz and its supreme trumpet man, the late 
Louis Armstrong, next to old Congo Square 
— where slave dances sowed the seeds of 


Armstrong' s widow, Lucille, unveiled an 
3.8 meter bronze statue depicting Armstrong 
standing with handkerchief and hom in hand, 
looking down on the crowd with a faint, 
somewhat sardonic smile on what he called 
his chops. 

A seven-hour jam session, echoing from 
outdoor stages, included stints by Count 
Basie, Dave Brubeck, Lionel Hampton, Al 
Hirt and Allen Toussaint. 

This week's ceremony was the kickoff of 
the two-week New Oilcans Jazz and Heritage 
Festival, which includes concerts and fairs 
through April 27. 

Armstrong Park covers some 12 hectares 
and includes a lagoon and four bridges and a 
fancy fountain. It has a gaudy art-deoo arch

faring on Rampart Street, the outer rim of the 
French Quarter, with porcelain panels to 
make it glitter in the sun. At night it flows 
with colored lights. 

The area, backed up against slums with a 
high crime potential, is regarded a possible 
trap for unwary tourists who might wander in. 

It was only a few blocks away that an 
executive of the Borden Co. was shot and 
killed last month in a highly-publicized mug- 
ging when he wandered out of the French 
Quarter looking for a restaurant.

Sunspots or no sunspots? 

Chinese reject solar theory 


HONG KONG, April 18 (AFP) — Three 
hundred Communist Chinese scientists and 
historians are challenging an American scho- 
lar's hypothesis that sunspot activity ceased 
for 70 years from 1645 to 1715. 

The hypothesis, put forward in 1976 by 
John Eddy, is the “Maunder minimum” 
theory, pioneered in the last century by E. W. 
Maunder and Gustav Spore r. the New China 
News Agency (NCNA) said. 

In three years, over 300 Chinese scientists 
and historians researched more than 8.000 
collections of old records totaling 150,000 
volumes from various Chinese counties, as 
well as dynastic histories from antiquity to 
1911, it said. 

They discovered 46 reports of major suns- 
pots activity in the 1 7th century and 13 in the 
“Maunder” period identified by John Eddy, 
NCNA said.

Earlier The Times of London had carried a 
story recording the comments of 'Dr. Christ- 
opher Cullen, a Cambridge University 
researcher of oriental science history, NCNA 
added.

Chinese astronomers which mentioned 
records of sunposts visible with the naked eye 
during the “Maunder” period, and urged 
more historical research to establish the 
reliability of the old Chinese records.

MOSCOW. April IS ( AP) — U.S. tourism 
to the Soviet Union has declined since the 
start of this year and some Western air traffic 
to Moscow has also dropped, according to 
Soviet and Western travel sources. 

The sources said the drops appear linked in 
part to growing international tension, includ- 
ing doubts by tourists and businessmen about 
whether they should come to Moscow. A 
smaller part of the decline, they said, may be 
a natural wind-down in advance of the sum- 
mer Olympics. 

Despite political tension. Americans who 
have come to Moscow say their treatment has 
been good. U.S. trade officials say business- 
men who come here despite the American 
government's efforts to curb trade have 
received unusually warm receptions. 

The Soviet foreign travel service In tourist, 
stressing its open-door policy. laid on a caviar 
reception this week for visiting U.S. travel 
agents. 

“I think it’s even friendlier here now.” said 
Ben Hutchinson, a travel agent from Madi- 
son, Wisconsin. “Maybe they are making a 
greater effort these days.” 

Intourist officials declined to officially 
release recent statistics on tourists they 
handle from the United States, who usually 
number about 90.000 ayear. Intourist guides 
told several Western tour groups recently 
that U.S. business is down, and a travel agent 
said he heard similar complaints at a business 
meeting this month with In tourist representa- 
tives. 

Sputnik, the Soviet agency for young vis- 
itors. said it hosted 1,000 from Jan. 1 to 
mid-April last year but only 132 in the same 
period this year. Sputnik officials claimed the 
decline has been due exclusively to cancella- 
tions by U.S. group organizers. 

Visiting U.S. travel agents added that their 
own bookings for Soviet tours were down 
sharply. One agent, who declined to be 
quoted by name, said orders for Soviet tours 
through his organization were down this year 
by 80 per cent. 

The agents said treatment of American 
tourists recently has bees good, and that 
some of their American clients still hope to 
travel to the Moscow Olympics. 

Travel agents said Intourist officials 
appeared hopeful that relations between 
Moscow and Washington will improve after 
the U.S. elections. They hope the travel busi- 
ness will improve as welL 

Western airline representatives in Moscow 
say traffic on some routes into the Soviet 
capital has been down by 20 per cent or more 
since the start of the year, a decline that could 
jeopardize profitability if it continues. 

Traffic from other areas, including Ger- 
many and Scandinavia, appears to be holding 
even. 

“A lot of businessmen who used to come 
here ‘on spec' — without guaranteed meet- 
ings or orders — seem to feel the atmosphere 
just isn't right for that kind of thing now.” a 
European airline representative said. "This 
applies to Europeans as well as Americans,"
